WAS AT AMHERST NEAR CLEVELAND, 0, 


Dense Fog Is Said to Have Obscured 
the Signals— First Train Was 
Taking W ater When the 
Terrible Impact Came. 


Cleveland, 
Ohio,

29.—At 


least thirty persons were killed and 


forty others injured early today when 


three of the New York Central’s crack 


passenger 
trains 
crashed 
together 


near 
Amherst, 
Ohio, 
thirty-seven 
mileswest of Cleveland. 
Twenty-five 
bodies had been recovered at noon. 
The dense fog obscured the signal set 
by the first section of the Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore-Buffalo Limited, causing the 
second section of that train to crash 
into it. 
Before it could be flagged the 
Twentieth 
Century 
Limited, 
west­ 
bound, crashed into the wreckage. 
Daylight had not yet appeared when 
the wreckage piled up. 
Farmers re­ 
siding in the vicinity rushed to the 
scene, but the work of rescuing those 
from under the wreckage was ham­ 
pered because of the darkness and 
fog. Ambulances, automobile's and all 
available vehicles were rushed from 
Elyria and other nearby towns, and 
% 
the Ii tic? morgue at Amherst soon was 
lilied with the dead. 
The 
Tw entieth 
Century 
Limited 
proceeded on its way to Chicago. No 
one on that train was injured. 
All of the dead were on train No. 
86, the Pittsburgh, Baltimore and Buf­ 
falo Limited, which was running in 
two 
sections 
because of the heavy 
traffic. 
The first section of the train 
had stopped to take water and the sec­ 
ond section was upon it before it was 
known to members of the crew. Most 
of the dead were in the rear coaches 
of (he first section. 
Many of them 
were foreigners. 
Some of the dead 
were in the rear coaches of the second 
train, which buckled over onto the 
Twentieth Century’s right of way and 
was splintered. 
All of the bodies 
recovered 
were 
horribly mangled. 
D. C. Monn, gen­ 
eral manager of the New York Cen­ 
tral lines at Cleveland, gave this story, 
as given to him by his subordinates: 
“Train No. 86, eastbound, was trav­ 
eling in two section. 
The engine of 
the first section was stopped at Am­ 
herst by signal—I don’t 
know 
just 
how. 
The second section of No. 86 
should have been stopped because of 
the automatic or by a flagman from 
the first section, but instead the second 
section ran into the em* coach of the 
first section. The wreckage from both 
sections went onto 
the 
westbound 
high speed track. 
The rear coach of 
the first section was from Chicago to 
Pittsburgh. 
It had forty passengers 
in it, four of whom were killed. 
I 
don’t know the number of injured. 
The next car ahead of the coach was a 
Pullman. No one was in this car but 
the porter and a mail clerk. Both are 
missing. The cars ahead of tile coach 
and Pullman were sleepers. 
No one 
in them was hurt. 
I don’t think any 
of the crew were hurt, but so far we 
have not got track of the engineer of 
tile second section.”

Washington, March 29.—Carranga 
has given his consent for the removal 
of supplies to the American expedi­ 
tion in Mexico over 
the 
railroads. 
They will go as commercial supplies. 
The permission for use of the rail­ 
road is not granted in 
a 
military 
sense, and does not cover the move­ 
ment of troops, and 
for 
this 
the 
American army has not asked. 
It will, however, 
enable 
General 
Pershing’s force to get supplies in 
abundance, in a country where motor 
trains cannot carry them, and will 
aid in the pursuit of the Villa bandits. 


Will Begin Movement at Once. 
San Antonio, Texas, March 29.—It 
will be a question of hours only be­ 
fore supplies start moving from here 
to troops in Mexico, said General Fun­ 
ston, when told of Carranza’s decision. 
It had been hoped that Carranza would 
impose no condition, but even w ith the 
stipulation that the supplies must go

dicated that the acts of the English­ 
man may* not lead to a difference be­ 
tween the United States and Get- 
many, if it is proved she was escap­ 
ing, overnight dispatches to the state 
department from Dover, seem, officials 
say, to bear out previous statements 
that the Sussex was torpedoed. Amer­ 
ican consul representatives, it w'as 
said in the dispatches had secured 
from the various survivors at Dover 
affidavits affirming those made by the 
survivors in France. 
The contents 
of the dispatches were not disclosed 
here, but it is said that the affidavits 
were forwarded by the officials who 
had gathered them. 
The state department expects to re­ 
ceive from Ambassador Girard, at 
Berlin, tonight the result of his in­ 
quiry of the German foreign office in­ 
to the circumstances surrounding the 
damaging of the Sussex and the sink­ 
ing of the Englishman.

ston and his staff know little more 
than the public . The wrar department 
has returned the long report of Gen­

Slocum 
on the Columbus raid, 
with instructions to have the colonel 
amplify it. 
Colonel Slocum, just at 
present, is commanding troops more 
than two hundred miles distant from 
the American border, and a revision 
of his report is not expected for some 
time. 
It has been sent to him, how­ 
ever. 
Lieut. Col. W. S. Scott, who has 
been in charge of the military affairs 
here, today left for Douglas, Arizona, 
to take command of the First cava Iry, 
relieving Col. Foltz, who is ill.

W arren 
W aite 
confessed yesterday 


th at he killed his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
H anna Peck, with disease germ s, and 
m urdered his father-in-law, 
John 
E. 
Peck, with arsenic. 
In m aking this 
I confession he laid the ground work 
for his defense on the plea of m ental 
I irresponsibility. 
He attributed two natures to him ­ 
self, a good and an evil one, and said 
the evil natu re—a strang er to his real 
self—dom inated him when 
he 
com­ 
m itted his crimes. 
The essential p art of the d entist’s 
confession was m ade to D istrict A t­ 
torney Swann and A ssistant District 
A ttorneys Mancuso and Brothers, and 
W alter Deuel, who was engaged as 
counsel for Dr. W aite. 
“Dr. W aite,” said Mr. Deuel, “here 
is D istrict A ttorney Swann, to whom 
you talked last Friday. 
Do you w ant 
to m ake a statem en t?” 
The dentist looked a t Mr. Swann in 
a dazed way. 
“ I don’t rem em ber, I don’t rem em ­ 
ber,” he m urm ured. 
There was a m om ent’s pause before 
Dr. W aite, seem ing to collect his fac­ 
ulties with an effort, spoke again; this 
time more certain. 
“Oh, but it doesn’t m atter,” he said. 
“It’s all over now. I did it all. I killed 
Mrs. Peck and Mr. Peck. 
The man 
from Egypt made me do it. He was af­ 
te r me for a long time. 
I couldn’t 
shake him off. 
I was not able to get 
rid of him until last night. H e’s gone 
now. 
But I couldn’t get away from 
him for a long time. 
I don’t know 
what his nam e was. 
I asked him and 
he didn’t tell me. 
I was afraid of him. 
I told Clara about him.” 
“C lara” is Dr. W aite’s wife, who is 
in Grand Rapids. 
Earlier in the day Dr. W aite talked 
freely to his brother and Raymond C. 
Schindler, the private detective em ­ 
ployed by the m em bers of the Peck 
family. 
He described himself 
as 
a 
personification of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde, saying that for many years he 
had struggled with 
a 
good 
nature 
against an evil personality that many 
times dominated him and drove him 
to acts of which his better self, the 
self known in tennis clubs and to his 
friends, was utterly abhorrent. 
In m aking his confession, which was 
an informal conversation with those 
present rath er than a formal state­ 
ment, Dr. W aite always used the first 
person in referring 
to 
his 
“better 
self,” and the third person in speak­ 
ing of the evil nature which he said 
dominated him in crime. 
It was, “I 
did this,” and “He did that,” always, 
except when he described the “H e” 
as “The m an from Egypt.” 
“I 
tried 
to 
get rid of him,” Pr- 
W aite said to his brother and Schind­ 
ler. 
“Oh, I tried, I tried. 
I ran out 
into the park once and ran and ran, 
hoping I would shake him off—but I 
couldn’t, I couldn’t. 
No m atter what 
I would do, he wouldn’t leave me. 
Gave Mrs. Peck Disease Germs. 
“And lie made me do those horri­ 
ble things. He made me give disease 
germ s to my wife’s m other—all kinds 
of germ s—typhoid, diphtheria, pneu­ 
monia, influenza and others, and she 
died. 
He made me give germ s to my 
wife’s father, too. 
He made me try 
to kill him with bacilli, and when the 
disease was too slow, when Mr. Peck 
did not die, the horrible m an from 
Egypt m ade me give 
him 
arsenic. 
And he died.” 
Dr. W aite also told his brother that 
he had accomplices in 
his 
crimes, 
but, so far as could be learned, lie 
named no one except 
the 
mythical 
“m an from Egypt.” 
However, 
the 
district attorn ey ’s office will continue 
its investigation of this phase of the 
case. 
It was said today th at 
the 
Pecks 
had become convinced th at Dr. \\ aite 
w as insane and that therefore they 
did not w ant to see him go to the 
electric chair. 
Prosecutor to Oppose Insanity Plea. 
Percy Peck said: 
“I am not moved by malice against 
Dr.W aite. 
I wish only to see justice 
done, and I am confident the district 
attorney will follow the just course.” 
No m a tte r what is done in behalf 
of Dr. W aite, however, the district a t­ 
torney said yesterday he would fight 
any plea of insanity. 
“I ani convinced,” he said, “that Dr. 
W aite is sane. 
I talked to the man 
in my office last week before his a r­ 
rest and he was as sane as any man 
I ever saw. 
He discussed the case 
w ith me, denied his guilt, 
asserted 
that he had never 
purchased 
any

Managua, Nicaragua, March 29.—A 
bino book containing its diplomatic 


correspondence for 1914, just publish­ 
ed by the ministry of 
foreign rela­ 


tions of Nicaragua, discloses the de­ 


tails of 
some 
interesting 
episodes 


that bear on the obligations and du­ 
ties of the United States, under its 


Monroe doctrine. They relate to de­ 


mands made upon Nicaragua by the 
governments of Germany, Great Brit­ 
ain and Italy 
for 
the 
payment of 
debts due their subjects, resident in 
Nicaragua, and the inability of this 
government to 
meet 
the strenuous 
requests. 
The 
concluding episodes 
have not yet been published relating 
to the intervention 
of 
the 
United 
States in the affair, but are no se­ 
cret. 
The government of Nicaragua owes 
and acknowledges considerable sums 
to these foreign residents, part for 
money borrowed, part for merchan­ 
dise bought and 
a 
large 
part 
for 
claims for damages to persons and 
property. Two-thirds of the floating 
and internal debts and claims against 
Nicaragua go back to the regime of 
the late dictator Zelaya, besides five- 
sixths of the bonded debt. 
On his downfall in 1910 and the as­ 
sumption of the government by the 


amounts. Nicaragua was up against 
it. 
On October 27, 
1913, 
the British 
m inister to 
central 
America wrote, 
calling attention 
to the adjustment 
of all British claims into one sum of 
$100,000 (to be exact, 19,800 pounds),

d’aiffaires of the German legation in 
Central America, Heinrich von Frant- 
zius, wrote to Nicaragua, calling at­ 
tention to a claim of $8,000 against 
the government 
by a 
Swiss 
under 
German 
protection, 
one Bohenblust, 
and that because of the failure to be 
paid he had had to 
borrow* 
money, 
whose 
interest 
was 
growing, 
“for 
which I should be very sorry to have 
to hold your government responsible 
later.” 
On February 6 von Frantzius wrote 
again, demanding payment of $30,860 
said to be owed to a German engi­ 
neer, Ernest Mueller, for some rail­ 
road surveying at Monkey Point, and 
concluding, “I do not wish to omit 
emphasizing once more that the ques­ 
tion of interest on the 
drafts 
men­ 
tioned remains pending, reserving to 
myself the right to treat hereafter re­ 
specting the cost of the attorney of 
Mr. Mueller.” 
In other words, Nicar­ 
agua was to be held not only for the 
face of the claim, and interest, but 
for the claimant’s attorney fees.

Nicaragua named one of its lead­ 
ing Iawr.vers, Hon. Carlos Cuadra Pa- 
sos, a man of judicial and equitable 
temperament.

Washington, who had experience in 
the Cuban intervention.

mission worked laboriously for three 
years, examining 7,908 claims and al­
